CONFIRM WARREN 


If Approved, Montanan 
Says, Every ‘Plundering | 
Monopoly of U. S. Would 


CONNECTION WITH 
SUGAR TRUST HIT 


Reed and Followers Win 
Notable Victory in Com- 
pelling Debate to Be Held 
in Open Session. 


horting the Senate to*stand fast 
against the President's nomination 
of Charles B. Warren of Michigan 
to be Attorney-General of the Unit- 
ed States, Senator Walsh (Dem.), 
Montana, declared in an open ex- 
ecutive session this afternoon that, 
if Warren were confirmed, the 
Senate, to be consistent, should 


wipe the Sherman anti-trust law 
off the statute books. 

“Confirm this nomination,” said 
Walsh, -in an impassioned climax, 
“and you might as l hang out a 
sign that, for the period of the life 


monopoly in the country to extend 
and fasten its tentacles upon the 
American household. 

“T cannot believe that Senators 
can consider this record (the rec- 
ord of Warren's connection with 
the Sugar Trust) and think that 
they discharge their duty in voting 
for the nomination of Charles B. 


Walsh's speech, which included 
an exhaustive analysis of Warren’s 
record, consumed so much time 
that Senator Reed of Missouri, the 


A notable*victory was achieved 
by Reed and his followers in com- 
pelling the debate on Warren to 
be held in the open. Administra- 
tion Senators had confidently ex- 
pected that the nomination would 
be jammed through in short order 
behind closed doors. 

Propaganda, said Walsh, has 
sought to convey the impression 
that the Senate never had rejected 
a Cabinet nomination. He _ cited 
several cases in refutation, notably 
the refusal of the Senate to con- 
firm Roger B. Taney, afterwards 
Chief Justice of the United States 
Supreme Court, as Secretary of 
the Treasury under Jackson, and 
the rejection of Galeb Cushing, aft- 
erwards Attorney-General, for Sec- 
retary of the Treasury under Tyler. 

“No Reputation as Lawyer.” 

Referring, without naming them, 
to a Mitchell Palmer and Harry M.

Just nine years 
earlier Gounod had presented his 
version of the same work, with a 
libretto by Barbier and Carre, at 
the Theare Lyrique in Paris. 

Boito’s famous opera was pre- 
sented for the first time in St. 
Louis yesterday afternoon at the 
Shubert-Jefferson Theater, by th 
Chicago Civic Opera Co. The pro- 
duction was featured by several 
other “first times.’’ Miss Edith 
Mason, the most distinguished sing- 
er St. Louis has ever produced, 
made her very first appearance in 
her native cit¥, in the role of Mar- 
guerite. Feodor Chaliapij3, famil- 
iar here as.a recitalist, made his 
operatic debut in the title part. ' It 
was also the first stage appearance 
in St. Louis of Charles Hackett, 
though he has sung here with the 
Symphony Orchestra. 

Upon an audience that was vir- 
tually capacity, “Mefistofele’’ made 
the most stunning impression of 
any operatic novelty offered here 
in years. The question was freely 
asked as to why Gounod accepted 
a libretto which so profaned Goe- 
the’s masterpiece as the Barbier- 
Carre version, and why Boito’s 
work had not driven Gounod’s off 
the boards. 


A Cerebral Score. 

The reply is that Gounod was a 
melodist, while Boito put into prac- 
tice Wagner’s theory—which Wag- 
ner himself rarely obeyed—that in 
opera music must be subordinate 
to drama. Boito was fundamental- 
ly a man of letters, though he had 
a thorough training as a musician.

THE CRAMTON BILL’S DEFEAT. 


There were several significant incidents in the 
Sixty-eighth Congress with regard to prohibition, in- 
dicating a change of attitude on the part of Congress 
‘men. One was the failure of a bill to make jail sen- 

tences in Volstead law convictions mandatory. The 

| President himself intimated to newspaper corre- 
 cadileue that this was going too far. But the most 
| significant thing that happened was the defeat of 
‘tthe Cramton bill in the closing days of the session. 
] The President had recommended the classification | 
of prohibition agents, and this recommendation was 
'| embodied in the Cramton bill, which provided that 
| the prohibition unit be made a separate bureau ip 
the Treasury Department, taking it from control of 
the Commissioner of Internal Revenue. 

The bill had the unqualified backing of the Anti- 

| Saloon League, whose lobby was as active in trying 
to put over this measure as it usually had been in 
other prohibition measures. 
The bill was passed by the House by an over- 


It was defeated by a filibuster, 
which received the encouragement of Senators who 
had previously supported prohibition measures with-| 
out much question. Public attention was called to 
the usual tacties of the chief of the Anti-Saloon 
obby, tossing notes from the gallery directing the 
| conduct of prohibition Senators. 

| The defeat of this bill with the aid of Senators who 
| had hitherto been counted as submissive servants of 
the Anti-Saloon League, indicated a change in the

The fact that the substance of original justice is 
unchanging and unchangeable, that it {fs anterior to 
legislation and incapable of modification by it, is 
whoily lost sight of today. The great passion of 
our time is for order, when order is in no sense a 
primary aim of civil society save as it appears as the 
accompaniment of liberty. All order loses its value 
and all legislation its validity the moment it fails 
to fulfill the function of a means to the attainment 
of liberty; then authority hardens into despotism 
and obedience degenerates into slavery. 

The widespread dissatisfaction with law and gov- 
ernment today is largely due to the energizing of 
the false notion that citizens owe the duty to obey 
anything and everything their legislatures enact as 
law in the interest of order; that this constitutes 
ordered liberty. It might just as well, and frequent- 
ly does, constitute ordered tyranny. 

It is not in compulsion, but in voluntary submis- 
sion and the free acceptance of law, that order coR- 
sists.

and Baltimore at 7:30 p. m., and 
will arrive tn St. Louls at 65:10 p. 
m. the next day.

The note decided matters as far as the 
District Attorney was conceraed. It had been 
written in a fine, steady hand. (No sign of 
mental agitation, gentlemen of the jury.) It 
alluded definitely to two impending deaths. 
(Mark, gentlemen, he mentioned himself and 
daughter.) It betrayed a motive in two direct 
statements. (He was weary and she was a 
burden he would not leave behind.) 

“Did you write it?’’ the District Attorney 
asked the doctor. 

“TI don’t think so,”’ he replied. 
don’t remember.” 

“Ha!” said the District Attorney, “we'll see 
how that will go in court.” 

The District Attorney has not been unwill- 
ing to appreciate the motive for this crime. 
In fact, he will enlarge upon the motive in 
order to rationalize the doctor’s act. (The 
prosecution’s best attack on an insanity plea 
is to show how a crime was the logical out- 
come of circumstances which went before.) 

Dr. Blazer’s had been a long travail. Reared 
in an Ohio town and graduating from West- 
ern University, now called Western Reserve 
University at Cleveland, he had married early 
in life. He was 29 when Hazel was born, and 
life gave him his cross. She was not normal, 
and when three months old spinal meningitis 
completed the distortion. Doomed for life, 
beyond all medical aid, she never developed 
mentally, her mind being that of a baby. But 
the horror of years was that her body con- 
tinued to grow in its cretinish, twisted wary, 
until she had a woman’s torso, head and face, 
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Anna Lavassor, Paris dressmaker, who, at 
the pleading of her suffering sister, shot and

The Blazers moved to Colorado in 1910, 
and the doctor became a mine physician. His 
last post was with the Colorado Fuel & Iron 
Co. at Farr, Colo., some 40 miles from Den- 
ver.

She talked with her husband 
about Hazel in their last time together: 

‘Promise you'll always look after her. She 
is our responsibility, you knew.

The Doctor's Failure . 

So he chloroformed her. Then ha fal- 
tered. Being a doctor he should not have se- 
lected corrosive sublimate, one of the slowest 
and most painful poisons known, as the way 
out for himself. Nor should he have used 
so little chloroform to kill the pain, as he 
did. Nor should he have taken morphine, 
which made him sick and brought up tre 
corrosive sublimate before it could do its 
deadly work. Nor should he have struck at 
his jugular vein with a razor and miseed the 
mark, as he did. Did he really want to die? 

(The District’ Attorney has announced fo 
thinks Dr. Blazer was shamming suicide all 
along.) Perhaps that is too harsh a jude- 
ment. Perhaps the old doctor meant to take 
his case out of this world, but weakened, find- 
ing it easier to decide death for Hazel than 
for himself. No matter. Here he Is, await- 
ing trial for murder. : 

Well—the State has the evidence and the 
motive. Perhaps had Dr. Blazer carried his 
appeal to a different court some element of 
justification, some extenuating facts migh¢ 
have been found in his story.

He left the Kaiser's serv- 
ice in 1915 when it became apparent that 
Germany was drifting toward war with the 
United States. . 

“Did you also act as a spy for England?’ 
he was asked at a hearing of the Brookhart 
committee later. 

“Yes, but not at the same time,” he replied. 
‘That wouldn't be cricket.” 

By 1921 Gaston B. Means had reached the 
world of big things for which he had longed, 
and toward which he had made bis salesman- 
like way. He was ready now to sell himself 
for real money. He had developed himself. 
He was shrewd and he was cautious; he knew 
the technique of devious ways. And he was 
big—big—big. He had left the realm of 
towels for the realm of politics. 

He “sold” himself to Willlam J. Burns, 
head of the Bureau of leeenanee of the 
Department of Justice. 

The full story of his activities as a Govern- 
ment investigator did not come out until he 
was called to the witness stand last March 
to testify before the Brookhart committee. 

These were his revelations: 

That he had received $100,000 from a Jap- 
anese representing Mitsul & Co., airplane 
builders, to stop Government prosecution of 
the concern’s American branch for fraud. 

That he had turned this money over to 
Jesse W. Smith, personal friend and go-be- 
tween of Attorney-General Daugherty. 

That he received $50,000 from producers 
of Dempsey-Carpentier fight pictures under 
agreement that their exhibition would not be 
interfered with, and that he gave this money 
to Smith.

Chief of them all was “The Suwanee River.’’ But 
there were “My Old Kentucky Home,” “O Susanna,” 
*‘Massa’s in de Cold, Cold Ground,” ‘“‘We’re Coming, 
Father Abraham, One Hundred Thousand Strong,’ 
“Old Uncle Ned,” “Old Black Joe,’ and scores of 
others, No other American has written airs with 
such a hold upon the popular American imagina- 
tion. 

Most of the best of them were associated with 
negro characters. That was because another Amer- 
ican art-form—the old-time negro minstrelsy, which 
Edwin Forrest and Joseph Jefferson and Edwin 
Booth did not disdain—had traded Foster bread and 
drinks and a little more for his outpouring of song. 

A strange and ill-starred genius, loving, simple- 
hearted, sincere, he wrote and drank and starved, 
and left to America its chief heritage of folk-song 
Hardly even Edgar Allan Poe was less efficient than 
Foster as a business man. 
“The Louisiana Belle’ and ‘‘Uncle Ned,’’ Foster gave 
to Peters, the Cincinnati publisher, just because the 
latter admired them. From these and ‘“‘O Susanna”’ 
Peters made $10,000. The author and composer 
must content himself with name and fame. 

“The Suwanee River’ had almost a like fate. FE 
P. Christy, founder of the famous Christy Minstrels, 
wanted an unpublished song to sing. Foster offered 
him “The Suwanee River’ gratis, but his brother 
Morrison intervened and Christy was glad to par

It was not poetic, therefore, to his artist's ear; i 
didn’t fit. Morrison Foster, having guided hi: 
brother through the channels of finance, now aide« 
him in composition. Together they took down an 

almanac. Listed somewhere ir 
its pages they found the Su- 
wanee River, and though Ste- 
phen Foster spelled the word 
“Swanee,’ he made the nama 
immortal. 
What Foster knew of the 
South is problematical. Agnes 
Foster Crosby, in a study of the 
composer, has said that “except 
for pleasure trips on steam- 
owned by his brother Dunning, Foster saw 
little and knew little of the South.”’ His biographer, 
Hareid Vincent Miller, has asserted that there is 
“absolutely no evidence” that the composer of “My 
Olid Kentucky Home’ was ever in Kentucky. The 
dialect he wrote in his minstrel songs probably was 
never heard among the ante-bellum slaves. tut it 
served, and its spirit serves today, and it probably 
will be remembered in the hearts of singing men 
when the scientific observations of the Geological 
Surver lie musty, dusty and forgotten in archives at 
Washington. 

Foster was born July 4, 1826, in the then frontier 
town of Pittsburg, Pa., and was the roungest of a 
family of seven. His father was Col. William Bar- 
clay Foster, who built his home at what is the cor- 
ner of Penn and Butler streets in that city. His 
siste? Eliza had a guitar on which as a child he 
picked out tunes, and there is a tradition reported 
in The Bookman pf February, 1914, that once in a 
shop where his mother was making purchases 5Ste- 
phen’s eye fell on a flagelot, with which he strug- 
gied until the 7-year-old youngster finally tootled 
out a version of “Hail, Columbia.’ Though his mu- 
sical instruction was rudimentary, he had a genuine 
gift of melody and at 19 Was using it to entertain 
the boys and girls who collected at ‘“‘White Cottage,” 
his father’s hospitable home. At 25 Stephen was in 
New York and famous. 

Foster had married in 1850 Jane MeDowell, 
daughter of a Pittsburg physician, who had little 
sympathy with the hopes and dreams of her song- 
writing husband. Their life together was unliappy. 
Milligan in his biography repels the view that Fos- 
ter’s intemperance was a cause, suggesting that it 
came later. They separated after a daughter was 
born and he drifted into the old New York bowery, 
living in a 25-cent lodging house, in which, as at 4

And at another point on the frontier, Span- 
fards were captured as they attempted to come in 
from France, with arms. Each of the men carried 
several automatics and a quantity of ammunition. 
Several of the men involved in the affairs were 
executed, and the world wondered if a revolution had 
begun in Spain. 

Ibanez, at Paris, said that all these puny efforts 
had been made without the knowledge of the group 
of revolutionists with which he is associated, and 
that the attempts had been doomed to the failure 
which they encountered. 

‘I do not know the names of the conspirators,’’ he 
remarked, ‘“‘but I pity them. They are victims of 
their good faith and enthusiasm. They will be 
avenged. 

“IT do not abandon the game, but a revolution 
must be national or not at all. When a revolution 
breaks, the entire country must be backed by the 
army. It must break in Madrid, the heart of Spain. 
We shall be there. I ask a place in the front ranks. 
Whether we shall sueceed or fail, time will de- 
cide.,”’ 

Readers of the Post-Dispatch will remember a 
series of 10 articles by Ibanez which this paper 
published last November. Writing as an advotate 
of revolution, Ibanez pictured an unhappy, op 
pressed, impoverished, misgoverned Spain. He de- 
nounced the military directorate as more corrupt 
than the civil government which it superseded. He 
discussed with burning indignation the war against 
the Rif tribesmen in Morocco as an unnecessary ad- 
venture, undertaken for the military glory of Al- 
fonso, which has lasted for 14 years, cost vast sums 
of money and the lives of 20,000 Spanish soldiers— 
and been a failure. 


With special vehemence did he execoriate Alfonso, 
a3 incompetent, extravagant, crafty, treacherous and 
vain—a ruler who had associated on familiar terms 
with the proprietors of gambling casinos, who had 
been named in seme ill-advised financial schemes, 
who, officially neutral during the World War, really 
was pro-German and permitted the Germans to main- 
tain submarine bases along his coast, and to operate 
wireless stations. 

Furthermore, Ibanez charged that two of the 
direst disasters to the Spanish forces in Morocco 
were due to the interference of Alfonso, the would-be 
great soldier, and that the military dictatorship was 
established with Alfonso’s consent and even at his 
desire. Quite as roughly did the pamphleteer han- 
dle Gen. Primo de Rivera, head of the dictatorship, 
who was called ‘“‘Alfonso’s accomplice.” 

All these accusations, along with others, the gibes 
end sareasms, the harsh adjectives and epithets of 
the 10 serial articles, have now been published in 
book form, under the title of “Alfonso XIII Un- 
masked—-The Military Terror in Spain’ (E. P. Dut- 
ton & Co.).,

interviews of Ibanez, published in America and vari-

My sympathies are 
with France.” 

A vigorous defense of King Alfonso, published in 
La Nacion of Buenos Aires, has been written by 
M. Raymond Poincare, who was President of the 
French Republic during the World War and who 
twice has served as French Premier. M. Poincare 
says that the charges as to King Alfonso’s having 
been pro-German in the war are utterly false. From 
the beginning of the war and throughout its dura- 
tion, declares M. Poancare, France received uninter- 
rupted proofs of King Alfonso’s friendship. 

The ruler of Spain said before the war, and the 
Spanish Ambassador repeated it at the time of the 
declaration of war, that France could leave her south- 
ern and southwestern frontiers without a single 
soldier to guard them, so that she might send every 
available man to the north and northeast, according 
to the article in La Nacion. Then M. Poincare adds 
that France, at any rate, is convinced that King Al- 
fonso did for the allies all that lay in his power, 
considering the state of mind to which Spain had 
been brought at the time by means of the incessant 
pro-German propaganda, 

The dramatic and the comic have been mingled 
in this crusade of a novelist against a King, this 
duel between pen and sword, with the wielder of 
the pen on the offensive—and very offensive indeed, 
at times, be it said. 

For drama, consider the means whereby Ibanez 
conveyed copies of his incendiary book to readers 
in Spain. From his safe retreat in France the nov- 
elist had announced that a special edition of 2,000,- 
000 copies would be distributed in his native land. 
What was described in cablegrams as “an army of 
volunteer smugglers” thereupon engaged in trying 
to carry the pamphlets across the Spanish frontier, 
which was closely guarded. 

Two days after the effort began, Ibanez admitted 
that he was uncertain whether a single copy had 
yet cressed the Pyrenees. At the end of a week, 
however, he announced that “little by little,’ the 
books were getting into Spain, and that an immense

But most of its members, al- 
though two-thirds of them were 
foreign-born, re-entered in ezome 
form the Union service. One of 
them, Col. Henry E. Dosch. died the other day in 
Portland, Ore. With his drooping military mous- 
tache, his white goatee and his straight, soldierly 
carriage, he was a picturesque and a prominent fig- 
ure in the life of that city. There was little trace 
of a limp, though he had been wounded in the right 
leg and the right wrist when Zagonyi and the Fre 
mont Bodyguard charged the Confederate force at 
Springfield. 

Col. Dosch, born in Germany, had been a clerk in 
a malt house in St. Louis just prior to the Civil War, 
nd cast his fortunes with the Union. After the 
bodyguard was disbanded he re-enlisted in the Fifth 
Missouri Cavalry, and, transferred by the fortunes 
of war and the force of his own valor, was discharged 
in 1863 as a Colonel. He made his way from St. 
Louis across the plains, rode for the pony express 
between the rich mining camp of Virginia City, Nev., 
and Lake Tahoe, a distance of 33 miles he must 
make in three hours’ riding. There he grew to know 
Mark Twain, then a reporter for the Virginia City 
Enterprise, whose greeting was: “Any news on the 
run today?’® Thence Col. Dosch went on to Cali- 
fornia and later into Oregon, where, at The Dalles, 
center of the mining industry of the Northwest. it 
was his task to weigh in the gold dust the miners 
brought.

That was 
time enough to reconsider and cool down every 
rashness. Blood cools in five hours. It is so.” 

They swung from the Bolivar road to the Osceola 
road and then across to the Mount Vernon. Maj. 
White of the Union force and his scouts, through a 
misunderstanding of orders, became separated from 
them. At 4 p. m. they reached what Zagonyi calls 
the highest point of the Ozarks. No enemy was in 
sight. Zagonyri now told his men that they were 
to face an enemy of nearly 2000. If any were sick 
or tired from their ride of 56 miles they might step 
out. Every man of the 150 stood by. 

They started onward toward the enemy, down a 
woodsy slope, the bright autumnal sunshine flut- 
tering the gold and red of maple leaf and oak like 
banners of death and glory. 

“I made them known,” said Zacyoni in his quaint 
speech, “that this day I want to fight the first and 
last hard battle, so that if ther meet us again they 
shalf know with whom they have to do and remem- 
ber the bodyguard. And ordered quick march." 

“IT say, thank God, if I am to fight, it is 1900 and 
not 400!"' the leader speaks again.

Someone: has said that genius is sim- 
ply youth recovered at will. If the defi- 
nition is a sound one, genius is certain- 
ly more prevalent today than it has 
ever been since the Golden Age. 

Many things have conspired to keep 
the present generation of parents young 
in body as-well as in mind. There are, 
for example, the ever-growing facilities 
for golf, tennis and other 
games in which young and middle-aged 
people can participate on equal terms.

Cases 
where it results. in bitter quarrels and 
permanent estrangements are becoming 
rarer and rarer. 

This also, I think, is due to the re- 
juvenation and the consequent greater 
elasticity of memory of the modern 
parent. He remembers his own rather 
turbulent feelings and experiences when 
he passed through the same phase of 
development as his son is going through 
now. Consequently, he can show great- 
er sympathy and a more tolerant under- 
standing instead of indulging in the ex- 
plosive outbursts and the ‘“Get-out-of- 
my - house - sir - while - you - hold - 
those-views”’ attitude which would prob- 
ably have been adopted a quarter of a 
century ago. 

There are, of course, those who de- 
plore the “free and easy’’ deportment 
of modern youth towards their parents, 
and regret the disappearance of the 
deferential attitude which characterized 
former generations of youth. 

But the truth is that this attitude, 
although in itself quite charming, was 
frequently insincere. When analyzed, 
it would be found to have its origin in 
fear rather than respect.

“As we dashed through the streets 
the women came out from their houses 
to the gates of their garden, waved their 
handkerchiefs and brought out flags, 
and did not frighten them at all—the 
shooting and the fighting,’”’ so Zagonyi 
describes the scene. He rallied his men 
now at the Springfield Courthouse, their 
“faces blackened from powder and 
dust,” and counted them. With him- 
self there were 70. “The rest, without 
horses and wounded and about 30 who 
had dispersed in pursuit of the enemy, 
I could not gather up; and it was mid- 
night before they reached me—and 
some of them next day.” 


One of the wounded was found at 
dawn by a man ied to him by a dog 
that had joined the guard on one of its 
excursions to the outskirts of St. Louis, 
and which nestled against the wounded 
man all night, sallying forth at dawn 
to bring help to him. 

The action itself lasted an hour and 
three-quarters after the first charge. In 
the end there were 16 of the guard dead 
and 25 recorded as injured, while 40 
horses fell, one officer having three shot 
from under him. Zagonyi counted 106 
slain Confederates. 

“Many of the men had lost their caps 
and had their clothes torn to pleces,”’ 
Gen. Fremont wrote to his wife, and you 
can hear the proud Hungarian leader as 
the commander reports him, “as 
Zagonyi says. ‘not any more fit to ap- 
pear as bodyguard.’” 

Fearing to stay because he could not 
hold the city in the face of the Suuth- 
ern troops should they return, Zagonyi 
fell back to await reinforcements after 
he had hoisted the Stars and Stripes on 
the Courthouse. 

Meantime White and the Prairie 
Scouts, who, through misunderstanding, 


;had failed to join Zagonyi, had 


come up and on another part of 


—— his captors, tak- 
ing them back to Springfield that nigat, 
where he found Zagonyi’s dead and 
wounded. He gathered together some 
26 stragglers of his and Zagonyf's units 
and with them held the city for 24 
hours, until Gen, Sigel entered with re- 
inforcements. 

The story nears an end. Dispatches. 
three days after the fight, informed 
St. Louis. that Gen. Fremont was to be 
replaced with Gen. Hunter, On Nov. 2 
he was relieved. With the remnant of 
his bodyguard he returned, disheart- 
ened, to St. Louis. The attack on 
Price, for which he had made al! ar- 
rangements, was never carried out. 

Mrs. Fremont gives a picture of that 
return, of the Brant Mansion, gay with 
autumn flowers, of the gathered rela- 
tives of the bodyguard thronging Chou- 
teau avenue. Then, far down tite street, 
“the serried crowd was parting, its dark, 
restless masses glowing in the lurid. 
wavering torch light, looking literally 
like waves; and passing through ' them 
came horsemen stamped with the splen- 
did signet of battle, their wounded 
horses and battle-torn uniforms bring- 
ing cries of love and thanks from those 
for whom they had been battling. They 
halted before the door and the sudden 
ring and flash of their new sabers gave 
beauty to the picture.” 

There is little to add. Those opposed 
to Fremont were in control. The body- 
guard was ordered to be disbanded. On 
the assumption that it was organized by 
Fremont, without authority, its mem- 
bers were refused pay. rations, and fod- 
der for their steeds. Their horses were 
seized. Gen. Sturgis was ordered to 
disband the command. In the end he 
offered Maj. Zagonyi opportunity to 
raise a cavalry regiment, retaining such 
officers of the guard as he thought 
proper. But the offer was declined. 
Washington had said that Fremont’s 
bodyguard must go. And, despite its 
charge, unique in American military an- 
nals, it was obliterated.

In such squalor and poverty he died.

Fos- 
ter, lying on the floor of a hall, had 
blood oozing from a wound in his 
throat and a bad bruise upon his head. 
His body was innocent of clothing. 


“I'm done for.’ he gasped, and 


begged for a drink,”’ says Cooper, “but 
before I could get it for him the doctor 
arrived and forbade it. He had won- 
derful big brown eyer and they looked 
up at me with an appeal I can never 
forget. °* * We took him to the 
hospital. In addition to the cut on 
his throat and the bruise on his fore 
head, he was suffering from a bad burn 
on his thigh, caused by the overturning 
of a spirit lamp.”
